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FURY AS CENTRE 
‘SHUNS’ WOMAN 
IN WHEELCHAIR 


Quadriplegic stopped from taking part in disabled class

A FURIOUS mother has accused 
staff at an adult education centre 
in Harlow of “shunning” her 
daughter, who uses a wheelchair, 
at a training class for the dis¬ 
abled. 

Ashleigh Rowe, 26, who is quad¬ 
riplegic and suffers from cerebral 
palsy, had hoped to take part in the 
back-to-work sessions at the Adult 
Community Learning Centre in 
Abbotsweld. 

But her mother Deborah White- 
man, of Matching Green, Harlow, 
said Ashleigh was left feeling she 
was not welcome when she was 
asked to sit in a corner of the room 
and stopped from taking part. 

Cope 

Deborah said the centre, which 
is run by Essex County Council, 
could not cope with her daughter’s 
needs. 

“It is disgusting how they 
treated her and I’m livid,” said 
Deborah. “Ashleigh was really 
looking forward to starting but on 
the first day the teacher seemed 
somewhat shocked to see her in a 
wheelchair. 

“They had to move everything 
to let her in and she was 
made to sit in the corner and not 
participate. Ashleigh was very 
upset because she was made to feel 
like she could not join in because 


of her disability. I think that is 
wrong.” 

Ashleigh has had reduced 
mobility since she was born. She 
can form a finger and thumb 
grip but is unable to read or 
write. 

However, she has attended a 
number of classes as she looks to 
find a job in IT. 

Ashleigh’s carer, Samantha 
Ritchie, accompanied her to the 
class and told Deborah that a 
teacher had asked her not to men¬ 
tion what had happened until she 
had spoken to a supervisor. 

Impossible 

Deborah said: “It is virtually 
impossible for someone like Ash¬ 
leigh to come to a class like this 
even though it was said to be for 
the disabled. 

“The centre could not cope. 

They were not properly equipped 
and there was no hoist, so Ash¬ 
leigh would not have been able to 
go to the toilet. The centre have 
just kept making excuses. They’ve 
told us it was because the chair 
wouldn’t fit in. 

“I have no idea what we are 
going to do now. Ashleigh does not 
want to go back after how they 
treated her. They have not even 
apologised.” 

Essex County Council was 
asked to comment but had not 
responded by the time the Star

Witnesses 
sought in 
wake of 
fatal crash 

POLICE investigating a 
road accident in Harlow in 
which a motorcyclist was 
killed are appealing for 
witnesses. 

The victim, a 24-year-old 
man whose identity has not 
yet been officially released 
but who was named on 
social media as Jay Morton, 
died after his bike crashed 
into a lamppost in Southern 
Way. 

According to Essex 
Police, officers were on 
patrol at around 11.30pm 
on Friday when they 
arrived at the scene of the 
accident. 

At that point the 
motorcyclist was still alive 
but he had sustained 
serious injured. 

Paramedics 

The officers battled to 
save his life by 
administering CPR until 
paramedics arrived. 

The man was then taken 
to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital but died later from 
his injuries. 

Police are now 
investigating the 
circumstances leading up to 
the accident.

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Harlow’s police station 
will stay open as force 
faces up to £63m cuts

HARLOW police station is one of only 
10 in the county which will stay open 
to the public under money-saving 
plans to slash front counter services 
and reduce staff. 

The Chief Constable of Essex Police, 
Stephen Kavanagh said this week the 
force faced unprecedented challenges 
with anticipated cuts of around £63m 
on its an annual £262m budget by 2019- 
20 . 

He said its property estate of police 
stations and admin buildings was 
“haemorrhaging money”. As a result 
it is looking to reduce the number 
from 80 to 30, saving on the £30m worth 
of maintenance work needed to bring 
them up to standard and the annual 
outlay of £2m to maintain their cur¬ 
rent condition. 

It is also proposed to reduce the 
number of PCSOs across the county 
from 250 to 60. 

There are currently 25 police sta¬ 
tions operating a front counter service 
and this will be cut to 10 by April next 
year. Under the proposals Harlow 
along with Grays, Basildon, Southend, 
Chelmsford, Maldon, Saffron Walden, 
Braintree, Colchester and Clacton will 
stay open to the public, but only 
between the hours of 9am-5pm instead 
of 8am-midnight as at present. 

The Chief Constable and Essex 
Police and Crime Commissioner Nick 
Alston released a joint statement 
which said: “The number of people 
who visit police station front counters 
is low and less than one in 10 reports a 
crime or other incident. 

“Overwhelmingly, people say that 
they want to report crime and contact 
police by other means such as by 
telephone, email or online.” 


The reduction in front counters will 
be coupled with need for fewer police 
staff and formal consultations are 
already under way over plans to cut its 
“contact customer administrators” 
from 98 to 36. Staff affected will be 
retained in post, redeployed to other 
roles or face redundancy. 

Mr Kavanagh and Mr Alston said it 
was also important for the force to 
adapt the way it tackled the most 
serious crimes which now happen 
behind closed doors and online, such 
as child sexual exploitation. 

“The new model of policing for 
Essex has been developed in the clear 
knowledge that it is police officers, not 
buildings, that solve crimes and keep 
communities safe,” they said. 

Fundamental changes are also 
being proposed to local policing after 
research showed that 80 per cent of 


crime is committed by 20 per cent of 
criminals. 

While the force insists it will con¬ 
tinue to target offenders who cause the 
most harm, it says significant budget 
cuts will inevitably mean fewer police 
officers and PCSOs will patrol the 
streets and their work will be increas¬ 
ingly intelligence-led. 

Patrols will be targeted on “emer¬ 
ging hot spot areas” or at closing time 
in busy town centres. 

In addition, 10 community policing 
teams - one in each district policing 
area and based in community safety 
hubs - will be created. Each team will 
be led by an inspector and sergeant, 
working with constables and PCSOs. 
They will also include youth officers, 
licensing officers and crime preven¬ 
tion officers. 

There are also proposals to sell off 


the site of the existing headquarters at 
Chelmsford, which are comprised of 
numerous buildings sprawled across 
20 acres of land, for residential devel¬ 
opment. 

Negotiations for a site on which to 
build a new HQ are said to be at an 
advanced stage, although no details of 
a location have been given. 

A spokesman for Essex Police said: 
“These changes are driven by both the 
changing nature of crime and fin¬ 
ancial challenges. Effective partner¬ 
ship work with local authorities, the 
other blue light services and the vol¬ 
untary sector will become increas¬ 
ingly important.” 

He added: “The Chief Constable and 
Police and Crime Commissioner are 
determined that Essex Police will con¬ 
tinue to keep our county safe both now 
and for the future.”

Business rates 
joy for 'save 
town centre’ 
campaigners 

ORGANISERS of the Save Harlow 
Town Centre campaign have 
welcomed the Government’s 
announcement that local councils 
will in future be allowed to keep all 
the money raised through business 
rates. 

At present local authorities are 
only allowed to keep up to half of the 
proceeds, with the rest going to 
Westminster. 

But on Monday Chancellor of the 
Exchequer George Osborne told the 
Conservative Party conference in 
Manchester the change, which 
should be in place by 2020, will help 
attract new businesses and 
regenerate high streets. 

Councils will also be allowed to set 
their own business rates which are 
currently set by central government.

The move has been described as a 
“win-win situation” by Harlow 
councillor Andrew Johnson, leader of 
the Conservative group on Harlow 
Council and founder of the Save 
Harlow Town Campaign. 

“This is simply wonderful news, it 
truly is a devolution revolution,” he 
told the Star. “Earlier in the year 
when I launched the Save Harlow 
Town Centre campaign I said we 
needed to have more flexibility with 
regards to business rates and I am 
overwhelmed the Government has 
listened to our needs and responded 
so positively. 

“Effectively this now means we 
could set a lower rate or waive all 
together for a period of time business 
rates for new or struggling 
businesses in the town centre. In so 
far as Harlow is concerned, this is 
completely a win-win situation and it 
will now be incumbent on the council 
and the Save Harlow Town Centre 
campaign to work together to make 
our town centre thrive once again.”

RAM-RAIDERS have targeted a vil¬ 
lage supermarket in the latest attempt 
to steal cash machines from shops in 
and around Harlow. 

The gang responsible for Sunday’s 
raid at the Co-op store in Stanstead 
Abbotts drove a stolen JCB into the 
front of the building, the same method 
that was used during a raid on a shop 
in Potter Street the previous weekend. 

Interrupted 

Once again they were attempting to 
steal an ATM but on this occasion they 
were interrupted by a passing police 
patrol officer and fled. 

There have now been four ram-raids 
around the area in just over five weeks 
- two in Harlow, one in Roydon and 
now one at Stanstead Abbotts. 

In the latest incident the gang 
struck at the Co-op store in the village 
High Street at about 3am. 

The road was closed throughout the 
following morning as a forensic invest¬ 


igation was carried out. People living 
in flats above the shop were told to 
leave because of fears for the safety of 
the building. 

Writing on the village’s community 
news Facebook page, Jake Stride said: 
“I was one of the first people on the 
scene. The police caught them mid-act 
but they managed to flee in a getaway 
car.” 

Another resident added: “I heard 
them screeching down the road with 
the police in pursuit.” 

A spokesman for Hertfordshire Con¬ 
stabulary said: “Extensive searches of 
the area were carried out but at this 
time no arrests have been made and 
investigations are ongoing.” 

She added: “We are aware of incid¬ 
ents elsewhere in the region and are 
linking in with colleagues from other 
forces as part of our inquiries.” 

The first ram-raid took place at The 
Food Store in the Newhall area of 
Harlow in the early hours of Friday 
August 28. 

A red Mitsubishi Shogun was 
reversed into the shutters at the front 


of the shop and a cash machine was 
stolen. 

At 2am on Wednesday September 16 
a forklift truck was driven through the 
window of the McColl’s store in High 
Street, Roydon. The cash machine was 
removed and loaded onto the back of a 
red Hilux pick-up truck. 

Abandoned 

The vehicle and the ATM were later 
found abandoned on the outskirts of 
the village. Although the cash 
machine was damaged, it still con¬ 
tained a five-figure sum and detectives 
believe the thieves abandoned their 
plans to break it open because it was 
bigger than expected. 

Then in the early hours of Saturday 
September 26 a stolen JCB digger was 
driven into the front wall of Martins in 
Prentice Place, Harlow and used to 
remove an ATM. 

Up to eight people are believed to 
have been involved in the raid and are 
thought to have left the scene in two 
vehicles, a van and a red car believed 
to be an Audi.

Urban sprawl 
of worst kind 

SIR Places For People continue 
to peddle their marketing 
nonsense about village necklaces 
and, it seems, at every 
opportunity pounce on the need 
for more schools and roads as 
though they are some wonderful 
municipal benefactor fighting 
for the rest of us. 

They are, of course, nothing of 
the sort and in fact quite the 
reverse. They are more akin to a 
parasite looking to gain a 
foothold and kill its host. 

The Harlow North proposal is 
urban sprawl of the worst kind. 
To add insult to injury, most of it 
sits on the Green Belt and prime 
agricultural land. 

You can imagine the 
marketing team sitting around a 
table pondering how to sell this 
monstrosity to the general 
public. They know everyone has 
a favourable mental picture of 
country villages but you can’t 
have 10,000 houses in a village, 
hence the necklace. 

But what about the Green 
Belt? Easy, tell them we’ll move 
it and make it bigger. Such spin 
conveniently overlooks the 
reason the Green Belt is there in 
the first place and takes the 
general public for idiots. 

The biggest issue with the 
whole unworkable development 
is its size. Again, the marketing 
whizzkids bat that away by 
explaining it is half the size of 
the old Harlow North proposal 
and anyway, their necklace 
utopia breaks it down into 
idyllic separate settlements.

Better under 
Kier contract 

SIR Harlow Council’s plan to 


end its contract with Kier 
reflects badly on councillors who 
put their sponsor’s needs over 
those of the residents of our 
town, all for a few shortlived 
council jobs. 

Some of us can still remember 
the appalling service provided by 
the council’s direct labour 
organisation and how much 
better it was once the same work 
force was managed effectively by 
Kier under the joint venture 
company Kier Harlow. 

Staff under Kier took 
responsibility for their actions 
and managers were accountable. 
Residents had clear channels to 
the very top of Kier who were 
happy to work with them to 
provide a culture of continual 
improvement. 

Since the three-year extension 
of the Kier contract the council 
has slowly taken back control 
and we have gone from an 
inclusive proactive structure to 
one that is secretive, defensive 
and out of its depth. In my 
opinion, experience has shown 
there is no one in the council 
who can manage a complex 
workforce comprising of skilled 
and unskilled personnel who 
have to interact face-to-face with 
tenants, leaseholders and 
householders. 

We have seen what happened 


with decent homes when 
housing services brought in 
outside management but still 
managed it themselves. 

From the information received 
so far, it looks like we are getting 
a workers co-operative. Who is 
going to fund this? Is anyone 
going to take responsibility for 
its failure and the cost of the 
failure? And as it was pushed 
through without resident 
consultation, will those 
councillors who voted for it be 
responsible financially? 

When it fails, will the council’s 
senior management team resign 
or just bail out and take their 
pensions? What happens to the 
housing stock once this fails and 
what happens to Harlow 
residents? It’s not a pretty 
thought.

Wait is almost over for 
Pets’ Corner reopening 

Popular attraction has been closed for eight months for £1.8m refurb

ONE of Harlow’s most popular free fam¬ 
ily attractions is set to reopen later this 
month after being closed for most of the 
year. 

Pets’ Corner, in the Town Park, has 
undergone a major refurbishment since 
it was shut to the public back in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

It was originally thought the £1.8m 
project to enhance the visitor exper¬ 
ience and improve facilities for the 
animals would take three months to 
complete. 

Harlow Council initially said it hoped 
the centre would reopen in late spring, 
but the project has been hit by delays 


which have meant it stayed closed 
throughout the summer. 

Contractors are now working flat out 
to have it ready in time for the start of 
the autumn half-term break, which 
begins on October 24. 

A council spokesman said this week: 
“It is anticipated that Pets’ Corner will 
open later in October subject to snag¬ 
ging and unforeseen circumstances. 

“The contractor, Bolt and Heeks, is 
undertaking the refurbishment and 
extensive work has taken place over the 
past few months. While Pets’ Corner 
remains closed, many of the animals are 
still out in the paddocks for everyone to 
see.” 

The refurbishment project includes 
the construction of a new events barn 


and learning centre to provide an 
enhanced education programme. The 
centre is being built using an innovative 
straw bale construction method. 

The learning centre will be heated by 
a boiler burning biomass fuel such as 
waste wood pellets to ensure it is a 
sustainable low-carbon building. 

New electrics have been installed in a 
number of the rooms which are also 
being redecorated while the provision of 
a small animal quarantine room en¬ 
sures the site complies with the zoo 
licence requirements. 

Other work has included the resur¬ 
facing of floor areas, a new handrail and 
ramp to aid accessibility, and the con- 
structioin of a new reception area and 
gift shop. 


The improvements are part of a larger 
£2.8m programme to regenerate and 
renovate the park. 

During the period of the building 
works arrangements were put in place 
to ensure all the animals were rehoused 
or cared for. Staff have continued to 
work during the closure to feed and 
exercise the animals. 

The project went ahead after the 
council secured a grant from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund. 

A council spokesman said it was con¬ 
fident visitors would agree the improve¬ 
ments were worth the wait. 

One Star reader said: “Along with 
many other people, my grandchildren 
love visiting Pets’ Corner and keep ask¬ 
ing me when it will be open again.” 


A TEENAGER who attempted to steal a 
mobile phone from a young mum as she 
was trying to get her daughter out of her 
car is being hunted by police. 

The 25-year-old victim was approached 
by the would-be robber in Bishopsfield, 
Harlow, at 3.30pm on Monday, September 
21 . 

He pushed the woman from behind, caus¬ 
ing her to fall into the car, and then tried to 
snatch the phone from her hand. However, 
he failed and ran off empty-handed towards 
Bishopsfield Park. 

Police this week appealed for anyone 
who witnessed the incident to contact them 
and have issued a description of the teen¬ 
ager, who is white and aged 14-16. 

He is about 5ft 6ins tall and of small build, 
with sunken eyes with dark circles. He was 
wearing a white and grey hooded jacket 
with the the hood up, black trousers and 
black shoes, and was also carrying a black 
drawstring bag.

Blindness no barrier for runner Ray as he

It 
really is an event for everyone.”

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Remembering die victims 
of German bomb tragedy 

Wreath-laying ceremony to mark 75th anniversary of wartime horror

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A WREATH will be laid at a memorial in 
Sawbridgeworth on Saturday to remem¬ 
ber the five victims of a wartime bomb¬ 
ing in the town. 

It was 75 years ago that two women, 
two girls and a three-year-old boy were 
killed when a bomb dropped from a 
German aircraft exploded in Cambridge 
Road. Many others were seriously 
injured. 

It was shortly before midnight on 
October 10,1940 when the bomb fell. ,The 
explosion left a huge crater in the street 
and nearby homes took the full force of 
the blast. 

Alice Fulker and Dorothy Chappell 
along with three children - brother and 
sister Dereck and Jean Burrell and Con¬ 
stance Baker who was staying with the 
Chappell family after being evacuated to 
the town - died. 

John Liddell, who was only eight at the 
time of the tragedy, still has vivid 
memories of the terror. He lived with his 
parents and brother Grahame, then five, 
in Cambridge Road. 

“My brother and I were in bed at the 
back of the house,” said Mr Liddell, now 
83. “We woke up and there was silence, 
then we heard a series of crashing 
noises. The ceiling of the room had col¬ 
lapsed and a gaping hole had been blown 
in the wall.” 

Mr Liddell suffered shrapnel wounds 


to his head and burns to his shoulders, 
while his brother sustained serious 
injuries to his left hand. 

Mrs Fulker died from injuries she 
suffered shielding her daughters from 
the bomb blast. Believing they would be 
safer downstairs, she and her girls, Kitty, 
20, and Heather, 13, shared a bed in their 
front room. When the bomb dropped and 
shrapnel blasted through the wall, she 
turned and put an arm across her daugh¬ 
ters as she was hit in the back by the 
shrapnel 

Mrs Fulker remained conscious, talk¬ 
ing to them calmly and keeping them 
safe. Her last words to her elder daughter 


were: “Kitty, promise me you will always 
look after Heather.” Rescuers arrived 
and Mrs Fulker was taken to hospital but 
could not be saved. 

Dorothy Chappell was also killed in 
her home that night. Her daughter 
Eileen, who was in bed with her, was 
pulled alive from the wreckager. 

Her two other daughters, Doris and 
Margaret who had sought refuge in a 
cupboard under the stairs, suffered head 
and leg injuries. Their cousin, Ruth 
Loftus, also survived but 10-year-old 
evacuee Constance Baker perished. 

The two other young victims of the 
bomb were three-year-old Dereck Bur¬ 


rell and his sister Jean, who was 10. 

Mr Liddell, who now lives at Market 
Harborough in Leicestershire, said: “As 
a survivor I am committed to ensuring 
they are not forgotten, especially as this 
is the 75th anniversary. They are 
remembered on the war memorial and a 
plaque in Great St Mary’s Church. 

“As events in the Second World War 
are being remembered this year, the 
impact on the families in a small country 
town should not be forgotten.” 

The names of the victims will be read 
out during the 9.30am service at Great St 
Mary’s Church on Sunday which will be 
led by the Rev Frances Arnold.

Bottle leads battle to 
reduce plastic waste 

County council launches its new recycling campaign

IN the week when shops started 
charging customers 5p for single¬ 
use plastic bags, a new campaign to 
persuade more people to reuse and 
recycle has been launched in 
Essex. 

The campaign by Essex County 
Council is being driven by cartoon 
superhero Bertie the Bottle and 
aims to send recycling figures rock¬ 
eting. 

As part of the campaign, shoppers 
are being given the chance to pick 
up a free Bertie bag for life from 
local libraries. Each one is made 
from three recycled bottles. 


A County Hall spokesman said: 
“Bertie will be seen across Essex to 
urge us all to recycle more, espe¬ 
cially plastic. He will be on hand to 
give advice and make the county the 
best in the UK.” 

Last year more than 7.6 billion 
single-use plastic bags were handed 
out in England, roughly the equi¬ 
valent of 140 bags per person and 
adding up to 61,000 tonnes of 
plastic. 

England is the last part of the UK 
to introduce a charge for bags. From 
Monday, retailers with a workforce 
of more than 250 full-time employ¬ 
ees were required by law to impose 
the 5p charge. 

However, shoppers do not have to

pay for bags that are used to carry 
uncooked fish, meat or poultry, 
takeaways, loose seeds and flowers, 
unwrapped blades including axes, 
knives and razor blades, prescrip¬ 
tion medicines and goldfish. Cer¬ 
tain types of bag are also exempt 
from the charge. 

Kevin Bentley, deputy leader of 
Essex County Council and cabinet 
member responsible for waste and 
recycling, said: “I’m a big fan of 
Bertie, he is my hero. 

“He will be dashing across the 
county to spread the word and make 
Essex the recycling county in Bri¬ 
tain and he is saving us all money as 
well as the environment with his 
new bags for life.”

The street ‘gang’ keeping people safe 


FRIDAY nights out in Harlow 
town centre have become safer 
thanks to the work of the Street 
Pastors. 

The volunteer army, who are 
celebrating their fifth 
anniversary, aim to help those 
who are lost, in danger or just 
looking for a chat. 

Since mounting their first 
patrol on September 10, 2010 the 
Street Pastors have helped 338 
revellers get home safely, 
administered first aid to 236 
people and handed out 363 pairs 
of flip-flops to women struggling 
in high heels. 

Every Friday evening a group 
of at least four set off from their 
base at St Paul’s Church at 10pm 
and walk around around the 
town centre until 2am. 

It is no coincidence that crime 
in the town centre has fallen by 
17 per cent since the group 
began their patrols. “Harlow has 


a bad reputation for nuisance 
crime, fights and drunkenness,” 
said area co-ordinator Owen 
Jenkins, “but we were very 
pleased the crime rate fell and so 
many have got involved. We 
must have at least 10 churches 
represented. 

“We have a rota and we 
typically ask that people serve 
one Friday every seven weeks. 

“The main part of the job is to 
make sure that people are okay. 
We are the eyes and ears on the 
streets on a Friday night.” 

Mr Jenkins, a self-employed 
tiler, said the response has been 
very positive. “It is incredibly 
rewarding as we have built up 
relationships with the clubs and 
police as well as some of the 
people who are out on a Friday. 

“It’s not uncommon for people 
to come up and give one of us a 
hug. I’ve had mothers say that 
they’re a lot less concerned for 


their children knowing that we 
are in the town.” 

He added: “Quite often we see 
girls who are vulnerable as they 
are outside on their own having 
lost their friends and are drunk. 
In that situation we will try to 
contact their friends or family to 
arrange transportation or we 
will put them in a taxi. 

“But sometimes people just 
want to chat and tell you their 
problems.” 

Mr Jenkins is keen to say their 
role is not to preach but to serve 
the community. “There are four 
of us on patrol but there will 
always be at least two people 
back at St Paul’s praying for the 
group. We feel that prayer 
support is essential.” 

“We celebrated our fifth 
anniversary at St. Paul’s. 
“Everybody came down for tea 
and cake - it was a great 
celebration.” 


Former sports 
club chairman 
guilty of fraud 


Told he had abused

A FORMER chairman of Harlow Athletic Club has 
been given a suspended prison sentence after being 
convicted of defrauding the club out of more than 
£6,500 

Alecx Steel, 52, of The Hoo, Harlow, was told he 
had abused the power and trust placed in him by 
writing unauthorised cheques -11 to himself, two to 
a friend who paid him the amount in cash and one to 
his son - during a two-year period between 2009 and 
2011. 

He was given a six-month jail sentence suspended 
for two years and ordered to pay £1,500 compens¬ 
ation after being found guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court of 14 charges of fraud, which he denied. 

Steel claimed he had set up a separate club for 
youngsters called Harlow Athletics Club and said 
committee members had agreed to reimburse him 
for kit, equipment and running expenses he had 
paid for out of his own pocket 

During his trial Steel said the club was not being 
run well and that he helped build up its youth 
membership but in doing so he faced opposition 
from older committee members who did not approve 
of what he was doing and instigated a “coup” to 
replace him as chairman. 

Teresa Navin, who was elected club secretary in 
January 2010, said that at a committee meeting held 


his power and trust 

in February of that year she put on the agenda 
everything Steel had paid for and it was agreed he 
should be reimbursed. 

But the prosecution said Steel did not have per¬ 
mission to write the cheques which ranged in sums 
from £43.96 to £950 and totalled £6,597. 

Two prosecution witnesses, committee member 
Nat Fisher and treasurer Catherine Bauer, said 
Harlow Athletics Club had no legal standing and 
refuted claims the committee “backed off and left it 
to him”. 

Steel was replaced as chairman at the annual 
general meeting in December 2011. 

Account 

The offences came to light in January 2012 when 
inquiries with the club’s bank showed that instead 
of the £7,000-£8,000 that should have been in its 
account there was only £2,576. 

Passing sentence on Friday, recorder John Foy 
told Steel: “You abused the power and trust that you 
had received from club members. It was sustained 
over a long period of time. 

“You started off [as chairman] with good inten¬ 
tions but personality clashes led to you becoming 
disillusioned and you took the money. We don’t 
know whether it was revenge but it doesn’t matter, it 
was dishonest.” 

He added: “You’re defence was smoke and mirrors 
to muddy the waters.”

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Judge speaks out 
at rise in number 
of sex offences 

A JUDGE at Chelmsford Crown Court, 
which deals with charges from across 
Essex, has revealed that almost half 
the cases it deals with involve sex 
crimes. 

The comments by Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub follow recent comments 
from another judge at the court, who 
told a defendant in a child porn cases 
that she would have to take vile 
images that she has to view as part of 
her work “to the grave with her”. 

The revelation of the soaring sex 
crime figures in the county came as 
Judge Goldstaub dealt with 
preliminary matters in forthcoming 
sex cases. “Forty five per cent of the 
criminal trials at this court are sex 
cases,” he said. 

After hearing the judge’s comments, 
one lawyer said: “It truly is an 
astonishing statistic. It’s a massive 
percentage for a single court which 
has a multitude - a plethora - of 
different types of cases with which it 
has to deal.” 

Recent months have se en an 
escalation in cases involving rape, sex 
assault, internet child grooming and 
revenge porn. 

Another lawyer who was present 
when the judge made his comments 
said: “We are now in an era where 
more sex cases are being reported than 
in the past. The judge said that at the 
moment these cases take up 45 per 
cent of the court business, but this 
percentage is inevitably going to rise 
as more people report such matters. 

“It looks as if it’s only going to be a 
matter of time before the figure goes 
over the 50 per cent mark and these 
cases then outweigh all other types of 
crime going before the court at 
Chelmsford. 

“It is a very worrying reflection on 
the society we live in today.”

Disabled children just 
love sports group fim 

Coach says football and rounders are most popular

CHILDREN with disabilities are 
being given the chance to take 
part in sports they may otherwise 
miss out on. 

Every Wednesday morning a 
group of youngsters from a num¬ 
ber of the town’s primary schools 
gather in the sports hall at Burnt 
Mill Academy where they enjoy 
games of rounders and football as 
well as races. 

The children, whose school 
ages range from reception to Year 
6, have physical, visual and hear¬ 
ing impediments. Some are in 
wheelchairs. 

Friends 

Peter Burke, community sports 
coach for Burnt Mill Academy 
Trust, started the group in July 
and has seen it develop to a core 
group of 10. 

“They really love it and you can 
see how excited they are when 
they come to the group,” he said. 
“They have a lot of fun. They 
especially love the football games, 
but rounders is very popular too. 

“Our members are currently 
from Burnt Mill Academy Trust 
primary schools in Harlow, but we 
are open to everyone.” 

He added: “Headteachers have 
no problem in allowing their 


pupils to come here for an hour a 
week. There are obvious health 
benefits, but also social benefits 
as they are all making new 
friends.” 

While children with disabilit¬ 
ies take part in games at their own 
schools, the sessions at Burnt Mill 
focus more attention on their 
needs. 

Mr Burke said: “It’s more of a 
one-to-one environment. Every¬ 
thing we do is to make it easier for 
the kids to participate and enjoy 
sport. 

“The problem can be that they 
have not experienced a lot of sport 
before. Of course there is a carer 
in every school but this group is 
the first of its kind here and is 
unique in the amount of space and 
attention we are able to offer.” 

Mr Burke has established links 
with Tottenham Hotspur and 
Leyton Orient football clubs to 
give the opportunity for children 
with disabilities to aim higher. 

And he added: “It is not just the 
sport they enjoy, they are all keen 
to help with setting up and pack¬ 
ing away as well. 

“We would welcome any volun¬ 
teers or children looking to par¬ 
ticipate. This is the best thing I 
have ever done as a coach and I 
love it.”

Conference discusses changes for emergency services

FIREFIGHTERS in Essex could get 
their own ambulances to help treat 
casualties quickly and efficiently. 

As part of plans to integrate the work 
of the emergency services, Essex Fire 
and Rescue Service wants to equip sta¬ 
tions with their own ambulance 
vehicles. 

This would mean the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust could call on 
the fire service if they are better placed 
to respond, allowing paramedics to 
attend other emergencies. However, the 
ambulance service would still attend 
serious incidents. 

Firefighters who volunteer for addi¬ 
tional duties will be given medical 
training to the level of an advanced first 
aider. 

Ambulances are already based at 
four fire stations across the county, 
including Old Harlow, as part of a pilot 
project. 

Acting chief fire officer Adam Eckley, 
said: “This is all about getting Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service togeth¬ 
er with other emergency services and 


health providers to work together to 
save lives. 

“There is a large crossover in the 
work we do. We respond to fires and 
road traffic collisions but I would like to 
see our firefighters responding to 
health emergencies. This is already 
happening in Lincolnshire and 
Manchester Fire Services and in Kent 
and I envision it happening in Essex.” 

The plan was raised at a conference 
in Colchester last week at which fire, 
police, ambulance and healthcare 
workers from across the region learned 
how to help each other. Speakers 


included representatives from Public 
Health England, Essex NHS and fire 
services from across the country, which 
have already introduced new health 
and wellbeing schemes. 

Sean Taylor from Lincolnshire FRS 
and Steve Pratten from East Midland 
Ambulance Service spoke about put¬ 
ting three fire ambulances in Lin¬ 
colnshire fire stations. Specially- 
trained firefighters attend the most ser¬ 
ious medical emergencies in these 
ambulances and look after patients 
until a paramedic arrives. 

They can then take the patient to

hospital, leaving paramedics free to 
deal with life-threatening emergen¬ 
cies. 

Mr Eckley said: “Many other 
county’s emergency services work in a 
very different way and ours has 
developed in a certain way, but that does 
not mean we shouldn’t change and 
develop to adapt to new challenges.” 

In September last year, the fire ser¬ 
vice announced a proposal to encour¬ 
age Police Community Support 
Officers to become retained firefighters 
and vice versa to tackle recruitment 
problems.

St Clare Hospice is marking national Hospice Care Week by highlighting the many 
ways in which this year’s theme of connecting care is central to the hospice 
approach to caring for people with life-limiting illnesses and their loved ones.

CONNECTIONS happen on a 
daily basis at St Clare Hospice, 
but one of biggest challenges it 
faces is connecting people to hos¬ 
pice care in the first place. 

Collaborations between the 
Hastingwood-based hospice and 
other healthcare professionals 
play a crucial role in making this 
as smooth and reassuring as pos¬ 
sible. 

For example, St Clare runs two 
outpatient clinics at the hospice 
in conjunction with Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

For Valery Khanna, who 
attends day therapy at St Clare, 
the clinic was a vital stepping 
stone. 

“When it was first suggested by 
my hospital oncology nurse Sara 
that she could refer me to St Clare 
Hospice, I was horrified,” she 
said. “What I didn’t realise then is 
that a hospice is also a place to live 
and go on living with encour¬ 
agement. 

“The way Sara and the team at 
the hospice work closely together 
makes the care feel seamless. And 
what made a big difference was 
that she came along to the first 
appointment I had at St Clare.” 

Valery added: “What I have 
since discovered is that the hos¬ 
pice is like a hotel or a retreat; it’s 
a tonic. It has made the thought of 
dying so much easier knowing I 
have got the support of St Clare. 
They have taught me how not to 
be afraid.” 

Another example of connecting 
care through collaboration is the 
neurological support group run at 
St Clare together with SEPT Com¬ 
munity Neurological Team. 

The group provides education 
and psychological support for 
patients with life-limiting neur¬ 
ological diseases such as Parkin¬ 
son’s, multiple sclerosis and 
motor neurone disease, as well as 
their carers. 

Richard Battersby, who was dia¬ 


gnosed with Parkinson’s in 2013, 
said: “It hit me hard and when I 
was initially referred to St Clare 
Hospice by my specialist Parkin¬ 
son’s nurse I was feeling more and 
more depressed. I had started 
becoming somewhat withdrawn. 

“The neuro group was very 
helpful in introducing me to fel¬ 
low sufferers and to share and 
discuss issues which were, or 
were likely to become, common 
ground. I found it helpful to have 
access to the different specialist 
skills and experience that St Clare 
staff and the Parkinson’s nurse 
have between them.” 

Emily Stowe, St Clare’s day 
therapy manager, said: “Connect¬ 
ing the physical, emotional, psy¬ 
chological and spiritual care of 
the person who is ill; connecting 
the care of that person with the 
care of their carer and whole 


circle of family and friends; con¬ 
necting with supporters and the 
local community to raise the vital 
funds needed to provide the care 
and connecting with other health 
and social care professionals, all 
these connections happen on a 
daily basis at St Clare Hospice. 

“It’s all about teamwork with 
the different people involved in 
the care of the person working 
really closely together, be that 
their GP, district nurse, consult¬ 
ant or clinical nurse specialist. 

“We share information and 
keep each other informed, recog¬ 
nising the skills and responsib¬ 
ilities of each other so that the 
patient receives all the care and 
support they need to live life as 
fully as possible. 

“It’s the only way to make sure 
the different aspects of a person’s 
care are truly connected.”

Tiny snail is world’s smallest 



A SPECIES of snail that is so tiny that 10 
could fit in the eye of a needle has been 
discovered in southern China. 

In fact it is so small it can hardly been 
seen with the naked eye. 

The shell of the microsnail, whose 
official name is Angustopila dominikae, 
measures just 0.86 millimetres in length. 

That makes it nine million times 
smaller than its relative the giant African 
land snail which is the world's largest 
species of snail and measaures up to 
20cms. 

It is one of seven new species of found 
by scientists from Japan's Shinshu 
University. 

Because it is so small it can it can live 
in tiny cracks in the hills where it was 
found in soil samples taken by the 
scientists. 


Snail fact file 


■ The lifespan of a snail depends 
on its species and where it lives. 
Some only live for about five years 
but others are believed to have 
survived for up to 25 years old. 

■ The largest land snail recorded 
measured 30.5cms and weighed 
almost 1 kg. 

■ Snails leave behind them a trail 
of slime called mucus which 
acts as a lubricant 
and makes it easier 
for them to move. 

■ Snails can see but 
can’t hear. Most 
land snails have two 


sets of tentacles, one which 
allows them to see and the other 
to smell. 

■ Snails are nocturnal animals 
and don’t like bright sunlight. This 
means most of their movements 
take place at night. 

■ The Giant African Land Snail is 
known to eat more than 500 
different types of plants.

Glimpse behind hoardings as 
cinema complex takes shape

ANYONE visiting the Harvey Centre 
during the past few months cannot 
have failed to notice the wooden hoard¬ 
ings announcing the arrival of the 
town’s new cinema complex. 

But for some the ‘coming soon’ mes¬ 
sages plastered across those hoard¬ 
ings are wearing a bit thin as the long 
wait for the opening of the £6.5m Cine- 
world and restaurant development - 
named The Terrace - goes on. 

The good news is that building work 
on the cinema is now under way and, 
to satisfy the curiosity of those keen to 
see for themselves what is going on 
behind the screens, construction firm 
Speller Metcalfe is holding guided 
tours. 

I am greeted by project construction 
manager Phil Turner who is eager to 
share the facts. The centrepiece of the 
cinema will be a 259-seat Imax screen, 
with five other auditoriums ranging in 
capacity from 205-104 seats. 

Restaurants 

As well as the cinema, The Terrace 
will be home to five restaurants, three 
of which have been confirmed as ori¬ 
ental buffet Real China, American- 
style diner Tinseltown and Italian 
chain Prezzo. 

“Everything is going really well,” 
said Phil, “It’s a big job but we have 
been making good progress since we 
took over. 

“Things are coming along nicely 
and we’re on target to hand over to 
Cineworld by August of next year.” 

Phil leads the tour group around the 
building site and it clear from the 
many workmen in hard hats beavering 
away that construction is at a very 
early stage. Small bulldozers move 
around as the builders hack away at 
decades-old pillars and flooring. At

this stage they appear fully intent on 
demolition rather than construction. 

“The largest auditorium will go 
here,” said Phil, pointing to a large 
empty space. “Screen two will be here 
and screen three here,” he added as we 
try to imagine how the space will look 
when completed. 

While the scheduled handover date 
is not until August 2016, the cinema 
complex is not now expected to open 
until the end of next year. Real China is 
set to open this Christmas 2015 but it 
will be another year before diners can 
enjoy a meal in the other four res¬ 
taurants. 

So why is it all taking so long? “We 
only started work in June,” said Phil. 
“One of the conditions of Cineworld 
moving in was that a certain number 
of restaurants had to be guaranteed. 

“That took time and there were also 
things to sort out with other com¬ 
panies around the site about when we 
could work. 

“Tesco used to use the whole floor 
and they still had some equipment that 
needed to be re-located, while we’ve 
had to erect a temporary roof for the 
purpose of construction. 

“There are currently 30 people on 
the site working standard hours.” 

Building a cinema with tiered seat¬ 
ing is a big job, and while there is a lot 
of work still to be done there is relief 
that at last the wheels are finally in 
motion. 

“It is going to be great for the Harvey 
Centre and great for Harlow,” said 
Phil. “I think the cinema will be a good 
place for children to enjoy while their 
parents are out doing shopping.”

Nothing too ordinary 



OYS will be boys again because after 
seven years in the wilderness, The 
Ordinary Boys are back. 


With an album released and supporting tour 
booked in the foundations are in place for a 
successful comeback. 

New guitarist Louis Jones, pictured far left, said 
he’s loving life working with Preston and co. and 
added that Harlow fans should “be excited,” for 
when they come to town later this month. 

“We’re really happy with the new album and 
we’re ready to put on a show,” he said. 

“We want people to be singing it back to us - 
that would be amazing.” 

Self-titled LP The Ordinary Boys is the quartet’s 
first album for nine years and represents the lads’ 
back to basics approach on their return to the 
scene. 

Following-on will be a very full UK tour, which 
takes in 27 venues around the country in just 30 
days. 

Along the way will be a trip to The Square, 
giving Harlow fans a first-hand opportunity to 
experience and sing-along to their new music and 
classic anthems. 

But not too long ago The Ordinary Boys were, 
in the eyes of critics, a finished article with an 
indie-ska style that was no longer relevant. 

Since their explosion a decade ago with hits 
such as Boys Will Be Boys, Nine2Five and I Luv 
You, some would now recognise lead-singer 
Preston only for his exploits on Celebrity Big 
Brother. 

Louis said he took some persuading from 
Preston to join the re-building band two years ago, 
but is now proud to be one of The Ordinary Boys 
making extraordinary music. 

“I tried to come into it with an open-mind,” said 
the 26-year-old from Yorkshire. 

“I was aware that there was some sort of public 
perception about Preston built by the media, but 
the first thing that came to mind when I met him 
was that he was a really nice guy.” 

It was immediately apparent that Samuel 
Preston was not the same man who was vilified 
for storming off Never Mind the Buzzcocks after 
being teased. 

Louis said: “What attracted me was that Sam 
(Preston) sent me an email asking to come and 
join the band that was really sweet - and unusual 
for a lead singer. 

“It was very heartfelt, and immediately I could 
tell he was a genuine, lovely guy. 

“It was important to me to work with a 
song-writer who is really good at what he does.” 

After disbanding in 2008, it seemed unlikely the 
band would ever release a fourth album and even 
after their reunion in 2011 for a small tour, it was 
clear any new material was something of a pipe 
dream. 


But after Preston officially reformed the band 
in late 2013, Louis, who at the time was working in 
a supermarket after previous band Spectrals split, 
was asked to come on board. 

Joining Preston and other original members 
James Gregory, on bass, and drummer Charlie 
Stanley, Louis was apprehensive about stepping 
into an established group who have known each 
other for many years. 

“It was a bit of a concern, but we have become 
very good friends and quickly made new jokes. 


“This is my first record with the band, and after 
talking to Preston I came down to London to do 
two or three sessions and I could feel the 
chemistry was there. 

“I had to change my guitar style a bit to fit their 
sound - but writing and recording went really 
well.” 

Following-on from previous efforts Over the 
Counter Culture, Brassbound and How to Get 
Everything You Ever Wanted in Ten Easy Steps, 
The Ordinary Boys promises to be a classic album 


Club teenagers treated to first showing of pals' horror movie 


AS partnerships go the collaboration 
between the director and producer of 
a new horror film with a 
Sawbridgeworth youth group seems 
more off the beaten track. 

However, the men behind 
newly-released Eden Lodge turned 
to Youth Creates for one of the first 
screenings of their debut picture.

“But we wanted to take what is 
good about modern horror and add 
it in.”

“The Harlow show will be on Hallowe’en and 
we’re planning to dress-up - but I can’t yet say as 
what. 

“It’s going to be a really fun night and I’m 
hoping everyone will dress up as well. I’m sure 
The Square gig will be a highlight of the tour.” 


Rock bands are notorious for their wild living 
on tours, but Louis thinks the only way to survive 
until the end is to keep it healthy. 

“It’s going to be a sober tour. We have to look 
after ourselves a bit as there’s no way we’re going 
to get through it if we’re drunk every night. 

“We’ve got to do what we can to stay in shape 
and we’ll make sure to exercise as well.”

Before he takes charge of the 
sequel to Blade Runner, the 
talented director dazzles with 


this edge-of-seat assault on 
unbitten nails, glimpsing 
America’s war on drugs through 
the eyes of a ballsy FBI agent, 
who is naive about the full extent 
of her government’s covert 
activities. 

Sicario, which translates to 
hitman in English, is tautly 
paced and expertly scripted by 
Taylor Sheridan, who sidesteps 
glib solutions to a complex 
global epidemic. 

Instead, he skilfully weaves 
together sinewy sub-plots 
involving morally flawed 
characters on both sides of the 
Mexican border, building up a 
richly detailed picture of the 


blurred lines between 
authorities and the traffickers. 

Desperation drips like rivulets 
of sweat from every expertly- 
crafted frame and Villeneuve 
heightens our discomfort with 
thrillingly-orchestrated action 
set pieces including a 
mesmerising finale that exposes 
sins under the cover of darkness 
using night vision and thermal 
imaging cameras. 

At the blackened heart of the 
film is a tour-de-force 
performance from British 
actress Emily Blunt, whose 
steely-nerved heroine might 
have to sacrifice more than her 
idealism in the crucible of 


machismo and political 
double-dealing. 

She plays Kate Macer, part of 
the FBI’s Special Weapons and 
Tactics team, who are at the 
forefront of the war against 
drugs on American soil. 

Flanked by her partner Reggie 
Wayne (Daniel Kaluuya), Kate 
storms a safe house and 
uncovers rotting corpses. 

Soon after, a government agent 
named Matt Graver (Josh Brolin) 
asks Kate to join his top-secret 
task force, which intends to 
cripple the cartel fronted by 
Rafael (Raoul Trujillo) from the 
top down.

like cool smoothies and avoiding spicy or sour 
foods that can irritate ulcers,” adds Keshtgar. “We 
also advise plenty of fluids during this period [of 
treatment] and food with a stronger flavour, so 
while [patients might] have issues with the taste 
sensation, they can still enjoy their food as much 
as possible.” 

The book also clears up some commonly held 
myths. 

“A lot of people stop taking dairy [when they’re 
diagnosed with breast cancer],” says the professor. 
“We think that’s not right. We don’t think dairy 
can cause or promote breast cancer. 

“Dairy is a very important source of calcium, 
especially for patients who are undergoing 
treatment for breast cancer; the tablets given to 
them can sometimes cause weakness of the bones.” 

Generally speaking, he does recommend eating 
more pulses and soy, whose structure “resembles 
the structure of oestrogen without any of the 
hormonal values“, and is thought to help offer a 
“protective effect” against breast cancer by 
“preventing cancer cell growth”. 

But the recipes aren’t solely aimed at people 
who’ve been diagnosed with breast cancer; they 
could be part of anybody’s healthy lifestyle and in 
that sense, Keshgtar hopes, aid in the prevention 
of the disease. 

On this front, he notes that eating plenty of fibre 
and keeping fat intake - especially saturated fat - 
low, is important, as well as “being physically 
active”. 

“The recommendations are quite simple,” says 


should be taking in balanced diets. 

“We hope the book will go a long way for 
patients and give them another resource to refer 
to,” he adds. 

“The effects of diet and lifestyle are 
long-standing; it just doesn’t happen within days 
and months. But if one changes the actual habit 
over a long period of time, it’s another factor that 
we can at least use in the prevention of 
development of cancer.”

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HE seventh-generation 
Volkswagen Golf hasn’t 
exactly been short of 
plaudits. Just about 
every award that could 
have been bestowed upon it has 
been and the range is shot 
through with excellence from 
the bottom to the very top. 

Petrol, diesel, manual, twin- 
clutch automatic, hatch, estate; 
it’s all good. 

The Golf is one of those very 
rare cars where you could walk 
into a dealership, negotiate a 
deal on any car that they have 
available, and drive it away 
knowing that you haven’t been 
sold the runt of the litter. 

To this mix, Volkswagen has 
added a fascinating plug-in 
hybrid version, the Golf GTE. If 
you’re the sort of buyer who 
might have previously been 
steered towards the economy of 
a Golf GTD diesel, but secretly 
hankered after the smoothness 
of the GTI, the GTE could be the 
perfect solution. 

The GTE is powered by a 
combination of a 150PS 1.4-litre 
TSI petrol engine and a 102PS 
electric motor. Unfortunately, 
that doesn’t mean you get 252PS. 

When used together, they 
nevertheless deliver a useful 
204PS - and the torque figure of 
350NM can’t be sniffed at. When 
both power units are running in 
parallel, the GTE will accelerate 
to 62mph in a crisp 7.6 seconds 
and on to a top speed of 138mph. 
It can even hit 81mph using 
electric power alone. 


Naturally, the GTE’s battery 
packs put it at a weight 
disadvantage compared to a 
GTI. The extra 120kg of lithium- 
ion batteries and the 80kg of 
electric motor lift weight to 
1,520kg, but the additional bulk 
is mounted very low in the 
vehicle, which means that the 
GTE will feel planted and well- 
resolved in a corner. 

Mind you, this is a front- 
wheel drive car, so deploying all 
350Nm of torque when 
accelerating out of a tight 
corner is going to induce a little 
torque steer. 

The GTE uses a six-speed 
DSG gearbox with a triple¬ 
clutch system specially 
developed for hybrid vehicles. 

A big part of the GTE’s appeal 


is that it doesn’t look that 
different to a GTI. Visually, the 
Golf GTE combines elements of 
the look of the e-Golf and the 
GTI. 

The front bumper features C- 
shaped LED daytime running 
lights, like those on the e-Golf, 
as well as aerodynamic 
horizontal fins, like those on the 
GTI. 

Where the GTI features red, 
the GTE has blue accents, 
including across the radiator 
grille and into the headlights. 
The headlights, along with all 
lights on the GTE, are LED. In 
the UK, 18-inch ‘serron’ alloy 
wheels are fitted as standard 
and the car is sold in the five- 
door body style only. 

Inside, as on the outside, the 


Golf GTE features blue 
highlights where the GTI has 
red. This includes stitching on 
the steering wheel, gear lever 
gaiter and seats, plus a blue 
stripe in the tartan pattern on 
the sports seats. 

You still get the flat-bottomed 
steering wheel with its circular 
hub and deep dish with audio, 
telephone and cruise control 
buttons mounted on two of its 
three spokes. 

There’s also a set of drilled 
pedals and a big alloy foot rest. 

The vehicle speedometer and 
tachometer are familiar and the 
latter is supplemented by a 
power meter in the central 
display, which shows the status 
of the battery, whether or not 
power is being used and the 


intensity of any regeneration. 

The biggest obstacle the Golf 
GTE has to overcome is one of 
customer perception. More 
specifically, it’s that most people 
hear ‘plug-in hybrid’ and 
translate that to mean 
‘massively overpriced vehicle 
that will never justify its cost’. 

The thing is, the GTE prices 
at around £28,000, which isn’t 
that far off the cost of a GTI. 

OK, so it is a little slower off the 
mark, but when it comes to 
running costs, there’s no 
contest. 

An eight-inch Discover Pro 
satellite navigation system with 
DAB radio and Bluetooth is 
standard and includes bespoke 
functions for electric vehicles, 
including the ability to identify 
potential destinations on 
electric range, and electric 
charging points. 

The GTE also features an e- 
manager, which allows the 
driver to preset vehicle 
charging, as well as interior 
cooling or heating. 

These functions can also be 
operated remotely using the 
Volkswagen Car-Net app on a 
smartphone: a three-year 
subscription is included in the 
UK. 

In pure electric mode 
(activated at the press of a 
button), the Golf GTE can travel 
up to 31 miles, depending on 
conditions, and the electric 
power can also be saved - for 
example, when driving to a zero- 
emissions zone. 


The 8.8 kWh lithium-ion 
battery can be charged in 
around three-and-a-half hours 
from a domestic mains outlet, or 
two-and-a-half hours from a 
domestic wallbox. 

The idea of being able to 
undertake a 30-mile commute to 
work and back without having 
to pay for a penny of petrol is 
hugely appealing, although one 
suspects that in typical city 
traffic, that range will drop 
quite markedly. 

Verdict: With a petrol GTI and a 
diesel GTD in the range, it 
would appear that Volkswagen 
has covered its bases reasonably 
comprehensively when it comes 
to quick Golfs. Is there adequate 
breathing space for this plug-in 
hybrid GTE? Yes. 

If the pricing can be kept 
sensible, then the GTE should 
be able to carve a niche for 
itself, offering the torque-y 
muscularity of the diesel with 
the smoothness of the petrol. 
We’ll have to crunch some real 
world numbers to bring you the 
definitive gen on actual running 
costs, but the initial signs look 
extremely promising. 

The GTE offers the 
tantalising prospect of a Golf 
Mk 7 that’s quick and fun to 
drive with the running costs 
you’d normally associate with a 
stunted citycar. 

If ever you needed evidence of 
technology as an enabling factor 
in vehicle development, you 
couldn’t do a lot better than 
this.

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
was “a pleased man” after watch¬ 
ing his side advance past local 
rivals Ware in the FA Trophy.
